Information Received in Ber- 
lin Indicates Extensive Re- 
tirement Before Bulgar- 
ians, Who Have Captured 
Ten Guns in Battle With 
British. 


Forces of Central Powers 
Will Attack Anglo-French 
Force on Greek Territory, 
Austrian Officials Say. 


British Observers Admit 
Gravity of Situation — 
England’s Troops Hard 
Pressed in Mesopotamia.

BERLUN, Dec. 10, by wireless to Say- 


ville.—According to informatior received 
in military quarters here, the Anglo- 
Irench expedition in the Balkans has 
continued its retreat and has now cn- 
tirely evacuated Servian territory. 

In the battle between Bulgarian and 
forces in Southeastern Servia, 
10 guns were captured from the British, 
the War Office unnounced today.

Servian territory, if they have not al- 
ready done go, is contained in a state- 
ment declared in a Reuter dispatch from 
Saloniki to have been issued by the 
French general staff on the Balkan 
front. 

The statement quoted by the Saloniki 
correspondent is as follows: 

‘‘We, the French and British, are re- 
tiring for reasons easy to understand. 
In view of the fact that the Servian 
army for the moment is out ef reckon- 
ing, our presence 1. Servian territory is 
no longer necessary. Bulgarian successes 
amount to an oceupation of.territory no 
longer disputed by us, They have in- 
yartably suffered checks each time the 
allied troops assumed the offe. sive, not- 
withstanding their numerically superior 
forces.”’ 

All the newspapers are impressed 
with. the gravity ot the situation con 
fronting the allied force in the Balkana. 

An official statement issued last night 
sald: 

"On Dec. 6 the Bulgarians, after a 
heavy bombardment, attacked our 
troops west of Lake Doiran. Our ad- 
vanced trenches were entered by small 
parties of Bulgarians who were imme- 
diately driven out with the bayonet. 

“On the morning of Dec. 7 the Bul. 
gwarians attacked again and by weignt 
of superior numbers drove our troops 
out of their position. Under cover of 
darkness the troops were withdrawn to 
a@ new jine. Reports as to our losses 
have nok yet been received. 

“On Dee. 8 the British troops success- 
fully repulsed all attacks and in the 
evening they were withdrawn to a new 
position to conform with the general 
alignment.” 

Like Guerilla Warfare. 

The Saloniki correspondent of the 
Chronicle, describing the Bulgarian at- 
tacks, says: 

“lairly important Bulgarian forces 
are engaged in the fighting, which more 
resembles that of previous Balkan wars 
than the operations now familiar in 
France and Flanders. The country 1s 
revgh and mountainous and = mists 
greatly facilitate what is really guertl- 
la warfare. On different occasions a 
smidenly lifting mist has left the Bul- 
garians in a very exposed position close 
to the British front. which has allowed 
the British maxime to get into action 
and inflict heavy losses. I believe that 
the withdrawal and alteration of the 
allied line has given up nothing of ma- 
terial importance, but was undertaken 
in order to strengthen the fine and place 
the troops in leas exposed positions dur- 
ing the cold weather.” 

An Athens dispatch says the paper 
Ethnos announces that the Austrian and 
Turkish officialea ave advised the sub- 
jects of those nations to be ready to 
leave the city of Athens. The newspa- 
pers have renewed the discussion of a 
reported approach!ng partial demobili- 
zation of the army. 

The British also are watching with 
deep interest the operations in Mesopo- 
taimla, where a fight is now taking place 
for Kut-El-Amara, and in Arabia, the 
Turks in the latter region having com- 
menced another advance on Aden. They 
made a similar attempt on Aden last 
July, But were driven back. As Aden 
and ite vicinity, as well as the shores 
of the Straite of Bab-E)-Mandeb, lead- 
ing from the Red Sea to the Gulf of 
Aden, are well fortified, it is not be- 
Heved the advance is seriously intended 
there. 

Turks Active in Mesopotamia. 

An official report from Constantinople 
indicates that the Turks are steadily 
gaining the ascendancy in Mesopotamia. 
and that the British expedition, follow-. 
ing tte long retreat from the vicinity of 
Bagdad, is offering less effective resist- 
ance, The Turks announce they repulsed 
ali British sorties with heavy losses to 
the attackers. Six aeroplanes which we 
captured have been repaired and are 
now being used against the British. 

At the Dardanelles, near Anafarta 
Turkish artillery drove transport ships

First Expulsion of Kind. 

In the November number of the Jour- 
nay, announcement was made that one 
of the component societies of the State 
association had expelled a member for 
offering to divide. with another physi- 
cian, a fee for an operation on a pa- 
tient, to be sent to him by the other 
physician. It was also stated that this 
was the first expulsion for this cause in 
the record of the “tate organization. It 
was declared, in this connection, that 
the profession had set its face against 
fee-splitting, and would take radical 
measure in any case where this pretense 
could be proven. 

The name of the expelled physician, 
and the location of the society, were 
not stated in the November number, 
but this omission is supplied by the ap- 
pearance of Dr. Oehler’s name in the 
latest number.

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PRESIDENT ASKS 
FOR PREPAREDNESS 


BY BUSINESS MEN 


“We Should Mobilize Resources 
as Measure of Defense,’’ He 
Says at Columbus, O. 


CHEERING IS FREQUENT 


‘Nation Will Have to Be Re- 
serve Force of World When 
War Ends,’”’ He Declares. 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 
ness by business men to. mobilize the 
resources of the nation as a measure of 


national defense was urged by President 
Wilson here today in a ringing address 
before the Columbus Chamber of Com- 
merce. His words were given added 
significance by the disputes pending be- 
tween the United States and Austria 
Germany and England. 

The President's address was applaud- 
ed by a non-partisan audience of 1100 
men, including many of the leading of- 
ficials and business men of Ohio. While 
he had not written it out in advance, 
he had thought it over carefully. His 
theme was the Statesmanship of indus- 
try. 

The President told the business men 
that it was impossible to separate busi- 
ness and life. He declared that the two 
were inseparable. The history of busi- 
ness in the United States, he said, was 
tied up with the history of the nation. 

Commercial Fleets Needed. 

The need of ships to carry the com- 
merce of the nation was dwelt on. Since 
the War of 1812, he declared, the United 
States has purposely attended first to 
internal affairs. Some business men, 
he declared, sought foreign trade, but 
many disregarded it. 

The banking and currency law passed 
during the present administration was 
lauded by the President as a great aid 
to foreign commerce. Until it wus 
passed there were hardly any foreign 
branches of American banks. 

He criticised the policy of protection. 
Business, he declared, should be efficient 
but it should not organize in order to 
secure monopalies. 

“I for my part,’’ he said, ‘‘look for- 
ward to the future of American business 
with confidence because it has changed 
its point of view.”’ 

He opposed the injection of politics 
into business. He described himself as 
a “militant Democrat,” and added that 
the Democratic party wanted to help 
business. : 

Repeating the idea expressed in his 
last message to Congress, the President 
said that he believed in liberty of all 
peoples. He declared aggressively that 
as long as he was President, Mexico 
would be allowed to choose its own gov- 
ernment. 

Gets Frequent Applause. 

The President’s words were frequently 
marked by applause. He spoke rapidly 
but carefully and used more emphatic 
gestures than usual. 

“I would not entrust 
progress of the nation 
tees,’’ said the President. 

The European war, he declared, had 
put the United States in a new relation 
to the world. This nation will have to 
be the reserve force of the world, he 
asserted. 

“It is imperative, therefore,” he con- 
tinued, “‘that no obstacle shall be put 
in the way of American business. 

“Business has been set free by the new 
banking law,’’ he added. He spoke of 
the opportunities of democratic Amer- 
ica. 

“T like to think of the boy in the gut- 
ter,” he declared, ‘‘who will some day 
stand up and speak the voice of Amer- 
ica.’’

Business, the President declared 
should stand on its own feet. American 
business men should not be afraid to 
match wits with any in the world. The 
typical American shoudl be entirely in- 
dependent. He added that business men 
du not need the help of official Wash- 
ington as much as the ythink they do. 

Business Afraid of “Rain,” 

“Too many business men,’ he said, 
“run down to Washington and say, ‘it 
looks like rain; for God's sake, give us 
shelter.’ ”’ 

The President, amid great applause, 
declared he believed that when the pres- 
ent war is over the people of the world 
will demand guarantees that peace shall 


remain. 
“If America preserves her self-posses- 


sion,’’ he added, “‘she may exert a great 
mediating influence. I mean spiritual 
mediation, not Government mediation." 

He appealed to business men to apply 
themselves to business as if they were 
tullding up the Constitution of the 
United States and a common kindred of 
all mankind.” 

The President concluded his address 
amid great applause. 

The entire audience stood and sang 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” He then 
left for the State Capitol for a public 
reception, 

Eleven hundred men were present at 
the luncheon. Three hundred had been 
turned away. The balconies were filled 
with women. 

Cheered as He Entered Hall. 

Tumultous applause greeted the Presi- 
detn as he entered the ball. Everyone 
stood. The cheering lasted until the 
President sat down. He got up immedi- 
ately as the people sang “America.” 
‘The Rev. Washington Gladden of 
Columbus, delivering the invocation, 
prayed that peace be restored to Eu- 
rope. 

The President was greeted by an en- 
thusiastic crowd at the station on his ar- 
rival, at 8:45 a.. m.

The pasengers were alarmed and ran 
from the staterooms in their night 
clothes. Capt. Barbour asked’ why the 
Descartes had not waited until morning 
to stop the Coamo so’ as to avoid alarm- 
ing the passengers. The Lieutehant re- 
plied he feared the steamship would 
have reached port. : 

The captain protested against the ac- 
tion of the Lieutenant in taking off the 
four German firemen, saying his vessel 
had been boarded before. The 
Lieutenant then informed him. of the 
orders he said had been issued. 

The German firemen were paid off be- 
fore being taken off the Coamo and the 
passengers gathered on the deck to wish 
them good luck.

At the cot- 
clusion of the conference neither Polk 
nor the Charge would reveal the detatis 
of their discussion. 

tt has been learned the note was 
based primarily upon the virtual ad- 
mission of the Austro-Hungarian ad- 
miralty that the ship was torpedoed be- 
fore all the passengers had been re- 
moved to a place of safety. It was 
stated that the position of the United 
States, as outlined In its communication 
asking reparation for American lives 
lost and assurances that such acts will 
not be repeated, is that no matter 
whether a merchantman stops upon the 
firing of a warning shot by a warship 
or after a pursuit, all the passengers 
must be removed before the vessel is 
sunk. 

Admissions in Official Note. 

Information concerning the principal 
factor considered In the framing of the 
American note was obtained after it 
bad been sald at the State Department 
that no reply to the Mat of inquiries, 
recently submitted to the Vienna ign 
office through Ambassador Pe had 
heen received. The admissions of the 
Austrian admiralty were contained in an 
official statement issued Nov HM, which, 
efter giving the Austrian version of the 
chase of the Ancona continued as fol- 
lows:

BERLIN, via London, Dec. 10.—Dep- 
uty Otto Landsberg. a Socialist Demo 
erat, in his speech in the Reichstag yes- 


terday after the Imperial Chancellor 
had answered the Socialist interpella- 
tion on peace expressed approval of the 
Chancellor's address as a reasonable in- 
vitation to the entente allies to initiate 
peace negotiations in which Germany 
was willing to join. 

Herr Landsberg declared that the So- 
cialist appeal for peace was based on 
no anxiety about the outcome of the 
War. He said he shared Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg's opinion that the war 
had been forced upon Germany anéd that 
guarantees were necessary tc prevent a 
repetition of it. No true German, he as- 
serted, was desirous of ending this war 
on any other terms. He repeated the 
declaration made earlier in the day by 
Dr. Philipp Scheidemann, Socialist, that 
the Socialists never would consider a 
peace involving the _ retrocession of 
Alsace-Lorraine. 


Praises Chancellor’s Forbearance. 
Deputy Landsberg said that with Pre- 


mier Asquith of Great Britain and Pre- 
mier Briand of France, both demanding 
the destruction of Prussian militarism, 
which was equivalent to the destruction 
of a strong Germany, he could tnder- 
stand the Chancellor’s attitude in his 
apeech and was pleased that Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, in return, had not 
demanded the destruction of Russian 
and French militarism or British ‘“‘ma- 
rineism’"’ which. could make peace im- 
possible. Regarding the acquisition of 
territory, the deputy expressed high sat- 
isfaction that the Chancellor had made 
no mention of annexation. 

“The Chancellor repeatedly has desig-

DEBATE DESIRE FOR PEACE 


London Newspapers Call Chancellor’s Speech 
“Colorless and Perfunctory” Attempt 
to Gain Sympathy. 


By Associated Press, 
LONDON, Dec. 10.—The speech of the 


German Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, before the Reichstag yester- 
day, is commented on extensively by 
the London newspapers this afternoon. 
The Chancellor's utterances are de- 
scribed editorially as ‘‘colorless and per- 
functory”’ and as an attempt to present 
& picture of Germany waging a purely 
defensive war against enemies who, 


would encircle and starve her. All c? 
the newspapers characterize as falla- 
cious the Chancellor's argument in re- 
gard to the analogy between British 
proceedings in Greece and the Germar 
invasion of Belgium. 

The Evening Standard says Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech disposes of | 
the idea that Germany intends to asx 
for peace. This neWspaper considers 
the prospect of peace as perhaps more 
remote at this moment than at any 
other period since the outbreak of the 
war. It contends that any assumption 
that Germany’s zeal ls weakening wil] 
merely lead to an unpleasant surprise in 
the spring, at which time Germany 
hopes to surpass her previous achieve- 
ments. 

The object of the Reichstag debate. 
the Standard continues, is to stimulate 
a national spirit which will make these 
achievements possible. 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks the es- 
sence of the German Chancellor's speech 
lies in its omissions, It continugs: 
“While Germany, according to the 
Chancellor, has beaten everybody and 
her calculations ‘show no flaw and no 
uncertain factors’ neither the burden 
nor the inconveniences of the conflict 
seem to diminish.” 

Says Greece Contemplated Treachery. 

Commenting on ‘“‘the clumsy attempt 

to charge the allies with ‘violence 
against neutral powers’ and to contrast 
their claims on behalf of Belgium with 
their current behavior toward Greece,”’ 
the Pall Mall Gazette remarks: 
“The Chancellor omits from the com- 
parison details which would somewhat 
compromise the argument—such as the 
fact that the Greek Government invited 
the allied armies on to its soil and then 
made preparations for delivering a 
treacherous attack if circumstances 
would seem to make that profitable. A 
parallel is an admirable measure of the 
intellectual contempt entertained by the 
German hierarchy for the pseudo-repre- 
sentative institutions before which it 
condescends to air its omnipotence and 
infalliblility.”’ 

Entente Entrance [nto Greece. 

The Westminster Gazette says: 
“If Germany 
on the invitation of the Belgian Gov- 
ernment to bring assistance to a neigh- 
bor, say France or Holland, which had 
been attacked by another Power, say 
ourselves, and had found itself in diffi- 
culties through a sudden change of 
policy on the part of the Belgian King, 
the analogy might have been arruable. 
Whatever may happen in Greece, the 
history and nature of the two trans- 
actions have not the slightest resem- 
blance, ° 

“The Chancellor must be aware that 
eur att@€mpts to reconstitute the Balkan 
bloc in the face of the German peril, 
by mutual concessions between differ- 
ent states were perfectly open and 
above board, however ineffective they 
proved against the superior inducements 
which Germany was in a position to of. 
fer to certain of those states. If when 
the reckoning comes Germany is in a 
position to show an equally clean sheet 
In dealing with Turkey, Bulgaria, 
Greece and Rumania, she wil! have less 
on her conecience .hban we have reasons 
of supposing.” 

The opinion is expressed by the Globe 
that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg's speech 
should be pleasant reading for the allies. 
It adds: “We hope his confidence is

The main object of the speech is sum- 
marized by the Daily Chronicle under 
four points: first, to deny that Germany 
is seeking peace; second, to threaten the 
entente allies with the consequences if 
they do not seek peace; third, to divide 
the entente allies by singling out Great 
Britain as the cause for the continuance 
of the war, and fourth, to deny that 
Germany’s moral position with regard to 
Belgium is any worse than that of the 
entente allies. 

. Says Allies Will Be Firm, 

These,” says the Chronicle, ‘‘are all 
fine themes for an orator. But they are 
not supported by facts and if the Chan- 
cellor thinks his words at the present 
moment can either bully the allies intw 
surrender or cajole them into quarrel- 
ing among themselves, he entirely over- 
rates the potency of his eloquence.” 

The general view is that unless Ger- 
many had desired peace yesterday's de- 
bate would hot have occurred. 

The Daily Graphic, which expresses 
the belief that the world will smile at 
the idea of Germany offering to forego 
advantages which Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg said would accrue to her 
through a prolongation of the war, 
says: 

“People don’t talk about peace unless 
they want it, and it is because the Ger- 
mans are conscious of the risks of pro- 
longing the war that they are talking so 
noisily about peace.” 

Stage Setting for Speech Good. 

The Daily News says: “Dr. von Betb- 
mann-Hollweg could scarcely have had 
a better stage setting for his speech. 
The precise significance of the entente 
allies’ retreat from the Strumnitsa re- 
gion is doubtful, but on the wide view, 
it cannot be denied that superficially the 
power of the Geman military. machine 
never has been more ostentatiously dis- 
played than it is to-day, while the Chan 
cellor could, with great plausibility, also 
point to a political triumph for Ger- 
many. 

“The real barrier to peace lies not in 
the aims of England, but of Germany.”

The interest of the cen- 
tral Powers, it is sai’ is merely that 
Greece shall remain neutral. 
It is held by officials that in as much 
as Greece gave her consent for the en- 
tente Powers to send troops across 
Greek territory, and to take other mili- 
tary steps, this created a right for the 
Teutonic and Bulgarian troops to do «he 
same Militarv experts here express tie 
belief that the entente Powers hardly 
will try to make good their reported 
threat to create a Gibraltar out of 
Saloniki, the geographical and political 
situation of that place being regarded 
as unfitted for defensive purposes.

WAR COLLEGE SHOWS HOW 


ANY OF 7 NATIONS COULD 
INVADE U. S. IN 40 DAYS 


Report to Secretary Daniels, Recommending 
Mobile Army of 1,500,000 Men, to Cost 
Half Billion Dollars First Year. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Secretary Garrison made public today in con- 
nection with his annual report the special national defense report prepared 


at his request by the War College division of the general staff.

‘hat the army itself considers that as a proper military policy to secure 


Continental United States from attack, 


it is necessary to have a mobile army 


of 1,500,000 fully or partly trained men. 

In connection with its figures the War College pictures the ease with 
which the United States, with its present military establishment, could be 
invaded by a foreign Power and forced to yield before it could mobilize 


sufficient forces for resistance. 


The report makes the following specific expert recommendations, which, 
however, Mr. Garrison has not adopted, for the organization it believes nec-

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In addition to these figures, Secretary 
Garrison points out in a digest of the 
special report, an annual expense of 
$20,000,000 for each of four years would be 
necessary for harbor defenses, and re- 
serve material would cost for the first 
year alone $129,768,786, making the grand 
total for the first year $503,228,786. 

Comparison With Modified Pian. 


It was the cost of the War College 
plan which led Secretary Garrison to de- 
vise the modified plan which has been 
presented to Congress, with the backing 
of the administration. Under that plan 
the first year’s expenditure would be 
$182,717,086 and a force of regulars, mili- 
tiamen and continentals of 670,843 would 
be produced within three years which 
would be more than doubled by includ- 
ing the reserves of each branch which 
would be created within the first six- 
year Continental enlistment period. The 
annual upkeep cost of the War College 
pian after the system is in full opera- 
tions is estimated at $319,473,000, as 
against $182,234,559 for the administra- 
tion plan. 

Secretary Garrison's statement shows 
that the War College has been asked to 
renew its consideration of the subject in 
order that certain of its escimates may 
be more fully worked out. 


The report of the General Staff opens 
with a consideration of the military 
problem confronting the United States, 
from which it reaches the conclusion 
that ‘“‘The safeguard of isolation no 
longer exists,” since “‘The oceans, once 
barriers, are now easy avenues of ap- 
proach by reason of the number, speed 
and carrying capacity of ocean-going 
vesesis.”” It declares that the success- 
ful outcome of the wars in which the 
country has been engaged has given the 
public a wrong impression, inasmuch as 
careful study of these wars reveals “sa 
startling picture of faulty leadership, 
neediess waste of lives and property, 
costly overhead charges, augmented by 
payment of bounties to keep up volun- 
tary enlistments; undue prolongation of 
all these wars and, finally, reckless ex- 
penditure of public funds for continuing 
pensions.”’ 

“But we have not learned our lesson,” 
the report adds. “It has never been 
driven home by the bitterness of defeat. 
We have never known a Jena or Se- 
dan.” 

Turning to “Our abiding national poll- 
cies,”” the board finds thess to be Mon- 
roe doctrine and the policy of avoiding 
‘entangling alliances.”"” To maintain 
these, it says, a co-ordinated police” of 
land and sea defense must be evolved.

It says a ‘reasonable estimate” 
shows that Austria-Hungary, with a to- 
tai trained force of 4,320,00 men, could 
send 180,000 men with all necessary 
stores and animals across the seas with- 
is. 40.7 days in two expeditions; France, 
with 56,000,000 men, 404,226 in W days: 
Germany, with 56,000,000 men, 827,000 in 30.8 
days; Great Britain, with 695,000 men, 
170,000 in 27 days; Italy, with 2,600,400 men, 
227,000 in 35 days; Japan, with 2,212,000 
men, 238,367 in 41 days, and Russia, with 
6,000,000 men, 104,074 in #0 days. Present- 
ing the military problem of the country, 
the report continues: 

“Without superiority on the sea or an 
adequate land force, there is nothing to 
prevent any hostile power or coalition 
of powers from landing on our shores 
such part of its trained and disciplined 
troops as its available transports can 
carry. The time required is limited only 
by the average speed of its vessels and 
the delay necessarily consumed in em. 
barking and disembarking.’’ The report 
then makes this statement of the mili- 
tary problem: 

“From what has been stated, we are 
forced to the conclusion that we must 
be prepared to resist a combined land 
und sea operation of formidable 
strength. Our principal coast cities and 
important harbors have already been 
protected by harbor defenses which, by 
passive method alone, can deny to an 
enemy the use of these localities az 
bases for such expeditions. 


“The enemy being unable to gain a 
fvothold in any cf these fortified areas 
by direct naval attack will, therefore, be 
forced to find some suitable place on th: 
coast from which ‘and operations can 
be conducted botn ayainst the important 
coast cities and the rich commercia! 
centers in the interior, Long .tretches 
of coast line be. ween the fortiried places 
lic open to tha enemy. The only rea- 
sonable way in which these localities can 
be defended is by pruvidine a mobile 
land force of sufficient strength, so lo- 
cated that it may be thrown in at 
threatened points at the proper time. 

“It has just been shown what the 
strength of these expeditions might be, 
as well as the time required for any one 
of them to develop its whole effective 
force. Hence it can be seen, when we 
take into consideration the possible two 
months’ delay provided by the navy, 
that our system should be able to fur- 
nish 600,000 trained and organized mo- 
bile troops at the outbreak of the war 
and to have at least 500,000 more 
available within 90 days thereafter. 


500,000 Men to Replace Losses. 

“Here, however, it must be pointed 
out that two expeditions alone will pro- 
vide a force large enough to cope with 
our 1,000,000 mobile troops, and conse- 
quently we must at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities provide the system to raise and 
train in addition at least 600,000 troops 
to replace the losses and wastage in 
personnel incident to war.”’ 

In its recommendations for the regular 
army the report contemplates a mobile 
fcerce of 121,000 men with the colors in 
continental United States, 27,000 coast 
artillery with reserves to bring the corps 
up to 0,000; one reinforced division in 
the Philippines, one divison in the Ha- 
walian Islands and one in Panama. 

O* the Philippine garrison it says the 
policy of holding the group is a nation- 
al, not a military, one, but that it must 
be remembered that unless the navy 
holds absolute control of the sea no ad- 
ditional troops can be sent there at 
need. The defense of the Pearl Harbor 
naval base can be accomplished prop- 
erly, the report continues, only by add- 
ing a mobile force to the garrison to 
meet attempts at landing and a similar 
situation exists in the Panama Canal 
Zone, and the situation of the Guan- 
tanamo naval station, of Porto Rico and 
Alaska are also pointed out as requir- 
ing permanent army garrisons. 

The report reviews the situation in 
Continental United States to show that 

because of geographical conditions mo- 
bile forces must be maintained in each 
of the Puget Sound, California, Atlan- 
tlhe and Middle West areas. The first 
three are described as the “critical 
areas." Puget Sound should have, it 
ia stated, one division of troops, leas ths 
divisional cavalry, and a brigade «of 
three regiments of cavairy; California 
and the North Atiantic states one divi- 
sion and a brigade of cavalry each: the 
Middie West, a division leas its cavalry 
and a brigade of cavairy. Two brigades 
of cavairy are assigned to the Mexican 
border 

Under this distribution there would he 
$2,000 regulars of all arms on overseas 
service and 144,000 In the United States 
or @ total standing army with the col- 
ors of 230,000 men and officers. Adding 
noncombatant forces necessary, a grand 
total of 231,000 is reached for the stand- 
ing army.

FOR CONVENTION 


Chicago Believed to Be Out of 
Race for Republican 
Gathering. 


LOCAL PARTY DEPARTS 


Delegation, Starting to Wash- 
ington, Considers Chances 
Bright for Victory. 


Ry Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — Fifteen 


prominent Missourl Republicans are ex- 
pected in Washington tomorrow to take 
up the fight of landing the next Re- 


publican National Convention for S8St. 
Louis. James E. Smith of the Business 
Men’s League of St. Louis has been in 
Washington since the meeting of the 
Democratic committee, laying the foun- 
dation for the real contest before the 
Republican National Committee, which 
is to meet here next Tuesday to decide 
upon a convention city. 

As the situation now stands it is be- 
lieved that the real fight will be be- 
tween Philadelphia and St. Louis. The 
boosters for the Peunsylvania town are 
expected to make a strong fight, but 
there are many prominent Republicans 
who believe that for political reasons 
St. Louis should be selected. There is 
no doubt of the electoral votes of Penn- 
Sylvania being cast for the Republican 
presidential nominee, but the 18 votes 
from Missouri will be hotly contested 
between the two great parties. 

So far as Chicago is concerned, it is 
not believed by political wiseacres that 
the St. Louis boosters’ need have any- 
thing to fear on this score. Republican 
leaders like Senaters Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania and Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire recall the treatment accorded the 
regular Republican organization by the 
press of Chicago at the time of the 
meeting of the last Republican conven- 
tion. In addition, the Republican com. 
mittee was not furnished with the 
amount of money guaranteed by the 
Chicago committee having the matter 
in charge. 

St. Louis will be on hand with a cer- 
tified check for $100,000 to offer the mem- 
bers of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, together with an agreement 
from all the hotel keepers of the city 
that they will not raise their rates dur- 
ing the convention. 

T. K. Niedringhaus of St. Louis, Re- 
publican National Committeeman from 
Missouri, will lead the fight in behalf 
of the delegation. 


St. Louis Delegation Departs to Land 
Second Big Convention. ~ 
Confident of winning the Republican 


national convention of 1916, a delegation 
of 15 business men a I political leaders 
left St. Louis at noon today for Wash- 
ington to present the claims of St. Louis 
to the Republican National Committee 
Tuesday. 

A study of the letters written by mem- 
bers of the National Committee to the 
National Conventions Association and 
to Republican leaders here shows that 
St. Louis appears to have a better 
chance of getting the Republican con- 
vention than it had of getting the Dem- 
ocratic convention when the Democratic 
delegation left for Washington. 

Many members of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee have practically 
pledged themselves to St. Louis in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the committee, 
and some of the most powerful Repub- 
lican leaders are working for St. Louis. 

The committee took a certified checic 
for $100,000 to offer for the convention. 
Chicago, in its bid for the Republican 
convention, will merely offer to pay the 
expenses of the convention, up to $100,00¢ 
No specific sum will be offered by Chi- 
cago. Philadelphia will also offer a 
check for $100,000, 

Tae men who exercise the greatest in- 
fluenco in the Republican organization 
are known to be hostile to Chicago for 
several reasons. The Chicago newspa- 
pers are not friendly to the organization 
in control of the party, and the National 
Committeemen are not inclined to send 
the convention back to the city where 
the party was hampered by the Taft- 
Roosevelt Aight in 1912.

ARSON PLOTS BY 
GRAND JURY BEGUN 


Ten Witnesses Called Before In- 
vestigators of the Gilmore- 
Bonfig Co.’s Fire. 


The second grand jury investigation of 
the so-called insurance arson ring began 
icday, following the startling sudden 
Cismissal by Circuit Attorney Harvey 
Viednesday of cases against Julius R 
Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore and Harry 
('. Imel because of a sudden lapse of 
memory by Herbert O. Baker of Web 
ster Groves, former employe of Bersch 
and confessed arson promoter. 

Baker, who was the chief witness be- 


{ere the grand jury in the first investiga- 


tion which resulted in nine indictments, 
has not been summoned as a witness in 
the second investigation. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Baer said that he did not 
know whether Baker would be used. 
Baker’s surprising inability to remem- 
ber details of his confession did not 
become known to the Circuit Attorney 
until after the selection of a jury to try 
Bersch, Gilmore and Imel was begun 
The cases were dismissed rather than 
go to trial with any uncertainty as to 
what Baker’s testimony would be. 

The witnesses summoned to testify be- 
fore the grand jury are:

dall,- 2733 Arlington avenue, boxing in- 
etructor of the Missouri Athletic Asso- 
ciation, who identified Edward Milner, 
alias Ben Miller, as a man he saw run- 
ning from the Gilmore-Bonfig store just 
after the explosion which caused the fire; 
Carl Bonfig, 5954A Kingsbury boulevard, 
a partner of Gilmore; Harry Robinson, 
4519 Washington boulevard, janitor for 
the Gilmore-Bonfig Co.; Charles Reming- 
ton, 4484 Maryland avenue, druggist, at 
Taylor avenue and Olive street, where 
Milner is alleged to have been treated 
for injurtes suffered in the explosion; M.

What was the result? They would 
come back next day and repeat the 
offense.

“The trouble with Mr. Wilson is that 
he is afraid of Mr. Bryan and his peace 
propaganda. When Wilson went into 
the presidential chair we thought we 
had a scholar, but we find out that we 
have only an adroit politician. He 
wants a second term, but is afraid if 
he comes out too strong for a prepared- 
ness policy Bryan will beat him. 

“The President wants to declare for 
a stronger army and navy, but he is 
afraid to do it himself. He wants to 
be sure the American people are back 
of him and that is the secret of the 
origin of the National Security League. 
It was formed for the purpose of 
strengthening President Wilson’s posi- 
tion with the people. He is afiaid to 
take a firm, stand and speak out for 
himself, so the league is expecied to 
spring up in all parts of the country 
in order to show sentiment in favor of 
the preparedness policy. I defy anyone 
to say where this Security League 
started. I asked yesterday, but no one 
was able to answer. 

“Foreign Policy Weak.’ 

“The United States Government, un- 
der President Wilson, has showed it- 
self to be very weak. The United 
States cannot protect its own citizens 
abroad. I would be afraid to go to 
Mexico tocay, because I know that the 
United States would not stand behind 
me. This is the first time in history 
this is true, 

‘Just look at the situation at Vera 
Cruz. American marines shot down and 
nothing done about it. We asked for a 
salute of the flag and didn’t get it. My 
policy would have been to send a fleet 
of battleships to Vera Cruz and shoot it 
up. That would end the matter for all 
time and Mexicans would respect us. 
Why Great Britain sent a fleet to Tri- 
poli just for the life of a single man. 
That’s what any self-respecting nation 
would do. All we do is exchange a few 
notes when a country commits an out- 
rage against us. I tell you a man like 
Theodore Roosevelt is the chap in a 
situation like this. William Jennings 
Bryan in a like situation is a joke.

SATISFACTION 


TAFT SAYS THAT 
ALL POSTMASTERS 
ARE SUPERFLUOUS 


Would Put Deputies‘in Charge, 
as They “Do Most of the 
Work Anyway.” 


CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Former President 
Taft, in an address here last night, said 
postmasters, as a class, are uneconomic 
and superfluous. He added that the na- 
tional Government could save $4,000,000 
a year by doing away with them and 
paying only the deputies, who do most 
of the work anyway. 

“Why devil the President with trying 


to pick an honest efficient and economic 
Postmaster at Devil’s Lake, North Da- 
kota?’ exclaimed the former President. 
Later he apologized for the vigor of his 
expression. 

Would End Political Waste. 
*I want the postoffice system managed 
by the United States as any big going 
business is managed by a private com- 
pany,” he continued. ‘‘The deputy Post- 
masters, named under civil service, 
could and should be the chief executive 
and we would have an end to this inter- 
minable politics and waste.’” 
Taft suggested that the Government 
was entitled to “at least commuters 
rates’’ for passengers traveling on of- 
ficial business, and said that the ex- 
pense of fares, sleeping car berths and 
tips might be reduced $4,000,000 a year. 
Speaking before the Association of 
Commerce in the afternoon, Taft re- 
ferred to Col. Roosevelt as follows: 
“He has been belaboring Mr. 
and me, and I do not know that I can 
respond any better than by repeating a 
story my father used to tell. It related 
that a Scotch dominie took for his text, 
‘The devil is like a roaring lion, going 
about seeking whom he may devour,’ He 
said: ‘I shall divide my text into three 
parts. In the first place, I shall inquire 
who the devil he is; secondly, I shall 
inquire where the devil he is' going; and, 
third, I shall close with a discussion as 
to what the devil he is roaring about.’ 

Likens Colonel to Mars. 

“Mr. Roosevelt has called the members 
of the league to enforce peace ‘peace 
prattlers,’ but I question his judgment 
on warlike matters. When Mr. Roosevelt 
talks of war he always comes up over 
the horizon like a Mars, red in color. 
We must always take that into consider- 
ation.” 
Taft indorsed President Wilson’s pre- 
paredness program.

$50,000 FOR AY. M, G, A. HOME 


They Hope to Get $25,000 Extra From 
*‘Vhite Friends—Chicagoan 
Offers $25,000. 
St. Louis negroes last night began a 


10-day campaign in an effort to raise 
$50,000 by popular subscription toward 


the erection of a Negro Y. M. C. A. 
building to cost $100,000. It was an- 
nounced that Julius Rosenwald of Chi- 
cago, president of a large mail-order 
house, had offered the St. Louis Y. M. 
C. A. $25,000 for a colored branch on con- 
dition that city residents raise $75,000 
more by Dec. 28. 

The negroes are trying to raise $50,000 
among themselves, and efforts wil] be 
made to get $25,000 from white residents. 
The campaign is under the direction of 
J. E. Moorland of Washington, who has 
conducted similar campaigns among the 
negroes of 12 other cities.

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CONTINENTAL ARMY 


Declares That, if Plan Fails, Na- 
tion Will Face Some Form of 
Compulsory Service. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Secretary 


Garrison declares, in his annual report 
to the President, just made public, that, 
if the administration plan for a conti- 
nental army falls, the United States will 
face some form of compulsory military 
service. 

In what “many men in official life 
characterize as the most remarkable re- 
port ever made by a Secretary of War, 


Secretary Garrison passes quickly over 
the widespread routine activities of the 
War Department and devotes practical- 
ly all his words to the subject of mili- 
tary preparedness, the need for which 
he sums up by saying: 

“So long as right and wrong exist in 
the world there will be an inevitable 
conflict between them. The rightdoers 
must be prepared to protect and defend 
the right as against the wrong.” 

Unsparing in his arguments in answer 
to those who would have no increase in 
the country’s military preparedness, 
Secretary Garrison declares that the 
‘American people must view their re- 
sponsibilities and measure up to them, 
and then takes up arguments of the 
opposition. 

The Secretary discusses the Continen- 
tal Army plan, which he and the Presl- 
dent favor, as follows: 

Force of 500,000 Men. 
* “Tf the determination argived at by 
those whose knowledge, skill and expe- 
rience,makes their judgment practically 
conclusive, is accepted, we should have 
in this country a force of at least 500,- 
000 "men ready for instant response to a 


It is surely not necessary 
to state the many reasons why this 
force may not be supplied by a regular 
standing army of that number con- 
stantly under arms. There is no legal 
way that the National Guard can; in 
time of peace, be governed, officered or 
trained by the national Govarnment; 
and there is no legal way, excepting by 
volunteering, that it can be made avail- 
‘able to the nation in time of war to 
any greater extent than specified in the 
Constitution, which confessedly falls 
short of the necessary used to which an 
army may have to be put in the event 
of a war with a foreign nation. | 

“It becomes necessary, therefore, to 
devise some method of making available 
for the use of the nation in time of war 
a’ national force in supplement of that 
part of the national force, towit: the 
regular army, which is constantly un- 
der arms; a part of the army, in other 
words, to be raised and maintained by 
Congress and governed in all respects 
in accordance with its directions. When 
this system is devised and made oper- 
ative, ‘the nation would militarily be in 
this situation: It would have, as the 
Constitution. provides, an army raised 
and maintained by it, composed of a 
certain number constantly under arms, 
and a very much larger number def 
nitely identified in personnel, provided 
with equipment and organization, pos- 
sessed of some training, and subject to 
instant call. The states would have tha 
organized militia, developed with Fed- 
eral assistance to the highest practi- 
cable point of efficiency, available for 
the purposes specified in the Constitu- 
tion, and so circumstanced that in the 
event of a war with a foreign nation 
they could, by thelr own volition, im- 
mediately take their place with the 
other military force of the nation.”

Hopewell, Va., Nearly Wiped 
Out by Blaze Starting in Res- 
taurant—Powder Plant Saved.

HOPEWELL, Va., Dec. 10.—The site 
of the town of Hopewell, swept by fire 
yesterday and last night, was almost as 
bare today as when its first buildings 
were put up in a cornfield a year ago. 

The fire started in a restaurant when 
an oil stove toppled from a box in the 
kitchen. A hotel caught next, and so 
on the flames, driven by a stiff wind, 
were eating their way through banks, 
stores, hotels and dwellings. The only 
church in the town was one of the first 
bulldings to go. 

Four hundred houses, most of them 
constructed of wood in the haste to care 
for the influx of persons brought here 
by activities at the Du Pont explosives 
plant were destroyed by the flames. In 
the main part of the town of 25,000 per- 
sons hardly a building remained, though 
the great explosive plant near by and 
the company villages at either end of 
the town escapec. The loss is put at 
$1,000,000. 

Residents who throughout the after- 
noon had stood helpless as their. homes 
and places of business burned, were 
housed during the night in Petersburg 
and Richmond. Many of those who 
saved their household goods stood guard 
over their effects with repeating rifles 
all night. 

Militiamen from Richmond and spe- 
cial guards from inside the Du Pont 
plant helped keep order.

Criticises Executive for Permit- 
ting Practitioner to Treat 
Football Player. 


Mayor Kiel and Emil N. Tolkaez, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare, are severely 
criticised, in an editorial in the Decem- 
ber number of the Journal of the Mis- 
sourl State Medical Association, for 
their action in ordering city hospital of- 
ficia's to admit an osteopath to treat 
Bryan Scott of Galesburg, Ill., a Knox 
College football player, who died in 
the hospital, Oct. 21, from an injury to 
his spinal cord, infiicted In a game with 
St. Louis University. 

The Mayor and Director Tolkacz is- 


to them that regular physicians of the 
visiting staff had given up the case as 
hopeless, and that the youth’s parents 
desired the osteopath to undertake the 
case a8 a last resort. 

Diagnosis Confirmed. 

The Journal editorial states that the 
physicians’ diagnos!s,. of a fracture of 
the cervical vertebrae, was confirmed 
by the autopsy. 

“The Mayor and the Director of Public 
Welfare,’’ the editorial states, ‘“‘actually 
took charge of.a poor unfortunate whvo 
was receiving the best possible care 
which could be provided in a metropolis 
and noted medical center. They dis- 
missed the skilled attendants who were 
honest and had informed the relatives of 
the actual state of affairs and turned 
the patient over to the- distracted and 
deluded father and an arragant osteo- 
path. This was all done without con- 
sulting those who were directly respon- 
sible. 

“By this transaction the medical pro- 
fession of St. Louis has surely received 
no incentive to be solicitous for the 
city’s sick poor. It is no encouragement 
to scientific medicine when its votaries 
are repudiated at such a crisis. What 
is the use of having men who know 
what to do, when they may be eliminat- 
ed at a nod from those “higher up," 
just when their opinion is of paramount 
importance?’’ 

Calls It Insult. 

“When the city places the legally li- 
censed practitioners of medicine in 
charge of the sick and afflicted the re- 
sponsibility for the care of the patients 
must rest solely on ‘the physicians in 
charge. Any attempt to force them to 
consult or associate with one who does 
not possess equal qualifications for 
treating the sick is an insult to the in- 
telligence of the medical staff and a vio- 
lation of the agreement under which the 
physicians give their services to the city 
gratuitously.”

TO BE BUILT AT NAVY YARDS 


One Will Be Constructed at Mare 
Island, Cal., and the Other at New 
York—Cost of Both $15,600,000. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The two su- 
perdreadnoughts authorized by the last 
Congress will be built by the New Yor 
and Mare Island Navy Yards. This 
was decided upon late yesterday by Sec- 
retary Daniels, after a conference with 
President Wilson. 

Bids submitted by the Government 
yards came within the limit of cost 
fixed by Congress for each ship—$7,- 
800,000—while bids of all private build- 
ers exceeded that amount. Both ships 
are expected to be completed within 24 
months. 

Secretary Daniels announced that Con- 
gress would be asked to appropriate 
about $1,000,000 to equip the Philadelphia 
navy yard for battleship construction.

The value of the hearing on municipal docks 
before the aldermanic Committee on Streets, 
Sewers and Wharves, Tuesday, lay in the fact 
that practical business men testified to the press- 
ing necessity of rail and river terminals.

The lack of 
water rates is the basis of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s ruling in favor of Atlantic 
ports.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT AND DIRTY BREAD. 

In urging that the Health Department show 
activity in the movement for clean bread the 
Post-Dispatch had in mind not merely the in- 
troduction of bills in the Board of Aldermen. 
The department has done its full duty in that 
regard. And the Post-Dispatch has given its 
columns to further these efforts and has shown 
the need of wrapped bread. 

Could not the Health Department do _ with. 
bread what has been done with milk—make a 
number of bacteriological tests of unwrapped 
bread, taken from wagons and handled by the 
drivers, and publish the results? Even if. no 
actual disease germs were found, merely an 
agglomeration of filth bacteria on the outside 
of unwrapped loaves, this would be a great help 
in educating public opinion and putting an end 
to the opposition. The public is as averse to eat- 
ing dirty bread as it is to eating fly-specked 
fruit or tainted milk or to drinking impure 
milk. 

Publicity has been the chief instrument . in 
bringing about the passage of the pure food 
laws. It saint ultimately give us clean bread. 
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A great war has brought to America two sur- 
prises, namely: The weakness of the world peace 
sentiment and the unsuspected disloyalty of men 
who have sworn to support American institutions. 
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PROHIBITIONISTS’ VIEWPOINT. 
Calling attention to a film that is being pro- 
duced in the interest of prohibition, the Post- 
Dispatch pointed out that the scene in which is 
depicted 100,000 advocates of prohibition surging 
around the Capitol and demanding action would 
be misleading. In answer to this, a reader made 
the assertion that 100,000 persons did actually 
march to the Capitol at Washington and demand 
prohibition. 

Writing from the offices of the Prohibition Na- 
tional Committee, 106 North La Salle street, Chi- 
cago, John A. Shields says: ‘It is not a matter 
of actual modern history that 100,000 citizens 
marched to the capitol and demanded prohibition. 
By actual count about 30,000 people, more con- 
servative statement of those who made the actual 
count was 20,000, did march, but they did not de- 
mand prohibition. They asked Congress to sub- 
mit a prohibition amendment to the various 
states and did not ask Congress to commit itself 
as to whether it was for or against such an 
amendment. Many wets voted for it and many 
drys voted against it. The merits of the prohi- 
hition question did not enter into consideration.” 
The gross exaggeration is characteristic of the 
prohibition viewpoint, which is based upon feel- 
ing alone. The Post-Dispatch agrees that the

If Prohibitionists could stop exaggerating and 
would think logically, prohibition would be a 
dead issue. If they thought at all on individual 
liberty they would be against it. 
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WHO WAS RESPONSIBLE? 

The law designed to clear away all doubt of 
the legality of the use of public. school build- 
ings for public meetings was rendered not only 
ineffective, but in the opinion of Attorney Burk- 
hem of the School Board, prohibitive of such 
uses in St. Louis by the insertion of a joker. 
The joker clause limited such uses of school 
buildings to cities of 75,000 population or less. 

Who was responsible for the insertion of the 
joker which, under Mr. Burkham’s ruling, bars 
the school buildings to uses of great education- 
al and public value to the people of St. Louis? 

Representative John C. Robertson of this city 
confesses that he offered the amendment. It 
was an act of ignorance and stupidity on the 
part of a St. Louis representative, but he ex- 
cuses himself on the ground that he was asked 
to offer it by Supt. Blewett. 

Supt. Blewett denies that he was responsible 
for the clause. He says he is in favor of a wide 
use of the public school buildings to a certain 
extent. 

There has been opposition from the local 
school authorities to the popular use of the 
buildings. Organizations and individuals seek- 
ing to use them for educational and community 
purposes have been heavily handicapped. 

It would be interesting to know who fathered 
the clause. If the School Board adopts the Burk- 
ham opinion immediate steps should be taken 
to obtain a court ruling. The people of St. Louis 
want the public school buildings used for all 
legitimate educational and public welfare move- 
ments. They will .not be denied this larger field 
for their public educational equipment.

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RECKLESS PEDESTRIANS. 

A decision handed down by Judge Cardoza of 
the New York Court of Appeals is worthy of seri- 
ous consideration by all. He holds that “a way- 
farer is not at liberty to close his eyes in cross- 
ing a street. His duty is to use his eyes and thus 
protect himself from danger.” 

That there can be no palliation for reckless 
It is a most repre- 
hensible offense and should be dealt with sum- 
marily. But the indifference, almost verging on 
contempt, some pedestrians display for machines 
is equally blameful. 

It must not be overlooked that the streets pri- 
marily belong to vehicle traffic. The right to 
cross them at corners is reserved for the pedes- 
trian, but it is a divided privilege, and neither 
hould claim absolute authority. It is only reason- 
able that people on foot should display as much 
care at these points as persons driving machines. 

In the effort that is being made to minimize 
casualties in the streets caused by automobiles, 
much -more could be accomplished if the pedestri- 
ans would practice the same caution they demand 
of the drivers of cars. 

It is hoped that we may never have any other 
use for our new aerial monsters than speeding 
mail, freight and passengers. 
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DR. WILLIAMSON SEES RED. 

Wilson is the most spineless President we 
have had since Buchagan. * * * If he 
isn’t courageous enough to stand before Con- 
gress and present his case himself, I don't 
see why poor men should be«called on for 
dollar ee ae to support him.—From 
Rev. Dr. J. Williamson’s speech at the Na- 
tional tea League’s luncheon. 

If Dr. Williamson had read something of poli- 
tics for the past three years he would know that 
the most frequent accusation made against Wil- 
son is that his spine is adamantine and that he 
has stretched his constitutional power and pre- 
rogative to coerce Congress into doing his will. 
He is accused of presidential despotism. 

The good Doctor’s second statement is queer, 
in view of the fact that the President has just 
submitted to Congress the longest message he 
has written, urgently recommending and advocat- 
ing national preparedness in order that we may 
be in position to defend our rights and interests. 
If Dr. Williamson had carefully read the Con- 
stitution he would know that the power of the 
President in legislation is limited to recommenda- 
tion by message and the use of the veto. 

If he had read American history carefully he 
would know that Congress bitterly resents the 
exertion of presidential power and influence to 
force the enactment of his pet measures. 

As an American the Doctor ought to know that 
efforts of the people to influence congressional 
action by arousing and crystallizing public opin- 
ion through agitation and organization and con- 
centrating its power on Congress is legitimate and 
efficient. It is thoroughly American. 

Does Dr. Willlamson want war? That is the 
only step the President has not taken to enforce 
American rights. Under the Constitution Con- 
gress alone can take this step.

SOME NEW RECIPES 


Peach Snow-—Remove peaches from 
me quart can; put them through mea: 
grinder, add the whites of four egg: 
and two cups, of sugar and with an egg 
whisk beat all to a stiff froth; pile on a 
glass dish, set in ice to chill; eat with 
juice of peaches taken from can. 


Pipping Frosted—Take a dozen to 
14 russets or pippins, pare, core and di- 
vide them in halves. Then place them 
side by side with the flat part down- 
wards on a buttered tin. Whisk the 
whites of two fresh eggs to a firm froth. 
Spread it on the pippins and then sprin- 
kle over them the thin rind of two 
lemons cut into narrow strips. Add a 
covering of powdered and sifted sugar. 
Pake in a moderate oven until tender, 
and serve hot. Time to bake abvu: 
three-quarters of an hour. 

Corn Meal Waffies—Two cups corn 
meal, one cup flour, three eggs, one 
pint milk, one tablespoon melted butter, 
half teaspoon soda dissolved in hot 
water, one teaspoon salt. Scald the 
milk, then add the well-beaten yolks of 
the eggs, add milk, soda, dissolved in 
a little hot water, then add melted but- 
ter and whites of eggs, beaten to a 
stiff froth Now add flour gradually, 
making a nice batter, not too thick and 
not too thin. Beat till all is very 
smooth; proceed as any waffle.

Guatemala Writes of Capture 
by, Revolutionists. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 10.—Dr. Carlos F. 
Secord of Omaha, medical missionary to 


Guatemala, was captured last month by 
Central American revolutionists, stripped 
of his clothes and tied over a great ant 
hill. Soldiers, sent by President Estrada 
Cobrera, rescued him after the ants 
had begun biting him. Ross H. Secor’! 
of Omaha, a brother of the missionary 
has received a letter telling of the al- 
fair. 

Dr. Secord was formerly a printer in 
Omaha. Aspiring to become a mission 
ary he studied medicine and- Spanish, 
and, upon the completion of his course. 
went to Central America as a medical 
missionary. 

For 15 years he and his wife have been 
in Guatemala working with the natives 
In part, Dr. Secoprd says in his letter: 

“On Oct. 15 I left Chichicastenango, 
my home, on a trip to Guatemala City 
to call upon President Cobrera concern- 
ing the political situation, when I was 
informed of the uprising of the revolu- 
tionists in the south and that the Presi- 
dent would leave soom for the seat of 
trouble. Upon his request 1 accompan- 
ied him to assist in the care of the 
wounded. About 100 soldiers were with 
us on our overland trip south and 
nothing outside the regular routine oc- 
curred until we reached the mountain- 
vus country. 

Omaha Man Wounded, 

“The soldiers had made camp when 
our party decided to push on to a near- 
by village where better accommodations 
could be secured for the night. We were 
accompanied by but a few soldiers ani 
when close to our destination were sud- 
denly fired upon at close range and We 
realized that we had run into an am- 
push. Several of vur party fell and as 
we urged our party forward to protect 
the President a bullet struck me in the 
side and I slid to the ground, my horse 
running away.: Senor Cobrera and some 
of the men escaped safely. The attack- 
ing party captured three of our soldiers 
who, with myself, were taken back to 
che plains for punishment, It is the 
custom of these southern bands when 
they capture anyone connected with ths 
Government to torture them by placing 
their bodies over a giant ant hill during 
the night so wher the large ants com? 
iorth at daylight the bodies are de- 
voured. 

“We were stripped and tied by the 
nands and also by the feet to stakes 
which were driven deep into the ground, 
making it practically impossible for us 
co move. We were then left alone. 1 
nad often seeh the bodies of natives 
atter the ants had feasted upon them 
and the thoughts of the morrow made 
me forget my wounds. We were no 
gagged, so 1 carried on a conversation 
with those who were victims with me, 
the soldiers were very stoic. No com- 
plaint came from them, only an occa- 
sional yearning for a smoke and sweal- 
ing vengeance on their captors. 

Time Passed but Slowly. 

“The time passed slowly, but 
slowly enough, when I thought of the 
swarms that would come forth at sun- 
rise and I imagined at times the ants 
were already crawling over me. I knew 
not the nature of my wound, but oniy 
hoped that it would prove fatal before 
morning, thus putting me out of misery. 
We shouted and shouted until tired, in 
the hopes that some passing friendly 
person might release us, 

‘“T had grown weak from loss of blood, 
but 1 could not lapse into unconscious- 
ness. Long before daylight I thought I 
could feel ants beginning to crawl 
around my body. Forgetting that 1 was 
tied, I would make an effort to brush 
the insects off, only to strain my tied 
arms uselessly. My thoughts grew more 
inaddening—then I wished fur insanity. 
rhe night was unending and the morn- 
ing dreaded. I am sure madness was 
not far off. 

“Finally came daylight. And this time 
there was no mistake. A big ant crawled 
across my leg. I tried to. brush it off, 
but I could not move. There was a sharp 
sting. The thing had bitten me, Another 
ant followed the first one. 


Ants Begin to Crawl. 

“The ants were beginning to swarm 
over the three soldiers. I could not see 
them, but I could hear them cursing 
even louder and deeper than they had 
done during the night. 

“But their curses turned to blessings 
before long. Some of our scldiers whu 
bad been sent out by President Cobrera 
beard them and came running to us. 
They cut our bonds and dragged us fron 
the ant hills. 

“I was too far gone to really appreci- 
ute my rescue, but I remember one of 
the soldiers, as soon as he could use 
his hands, turned to our rescuers and po- 
litely requested a smoke. They took 
their rescue as a matter ofcourse, and 
made no comment except to’ wonder 
what became of their horses. 


“Our clothing was found close by and 
we were soon on our way back to Gua- 
temala City, where I was placed in + 
hospital. My wound was not serious 
The bullet had penetrated my side but 
slightly. This seemed strange and I in- 
vestigated. Then | understcod. In my 
pocket was an Omaha newspaper, folded 
many times. The bullet passed through 
that paper. In the paper was an article 
about my brother, Frank Secord, super- 
intendent of telegraphy of the Fl Paso 
& Southwestern Railroad. There was 
a picture of him on one of the pages. 
The bullet had passed squarely through 
his head. But the many folds of the 
paper had saved my life.”’

Standing Army Nnmbers 60,000 
and Has Prussian Stamp on 
Training Methods. 


15.—Sheuld 
Greece enter the European war aren® 
some interesting miltiary figures willbe 
added to,those already in the martial 
limelight, for Greece has seen quite a 
few wars since the middie nineties-- 
indeed, she has seen little else, and 
there has grown up among a certain 
class of the Greek people a strong mili- 
tary tradition. 

To the average Greek the great mili- 
tary’figure of his country is Constantine 
I., the King of the Greeks. But his 
greatness rests rather on the tenatity 
and enthusiasm with which he has con- 
stantly kept at the business of building 
up an army and the personal courage 
with which he has taken the active 
command of his troops in the last two 
successful wars. 

King Field Marshal. | 

The real military genius of Greece in 
the as yet merely Balkan sphere of his 
activities, is Gen. Victor Dousmanis, 
general of brigade, chief of the general 
staff of Greece: In Greece only the 
King is a field marshal—and Constantine 
I is field marghal not only of Greece, 
but of Prussia as well. 

For his. age, Gen. Dousmanis has: made 
rapid strides to arrive: at the sypréme 
effective command of the army of 66,000 
men in time of p pgace and, roughly, 360,- 
000. men in time‘of war. He was- born 
on Aug. 20, Greek calendar (Sept. 2), 1861, 
on the Island of Corfu. He-has been a 
professional soldier all his life, graduat- 
ing from the military schoo] and enter- 
ing the regular army at once as a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in 1883, where he had a 
rapid rise in the engineering branch. of 
the service. 

When the.disastrous war withTurkey 
was ufrdertaken in 1897, Dousmanis had 
already been a Captain seven years. He 
was attached to the general staff of the 
then Crown Prince, now the King. As 
much below medium stature as the King 
is above average height, as dark as the 
King is biond, as silent and unsmiling 
as the King is expansive and genial, the 
two were in great contrast, though Gen. 
Dousmanis is seven years older than his 
sovereign, 


Clese to the King. 

Throughout that war and the } ears 
that’ followed in which Prince Constan- 
tine planned and éffected the regenera- 
tion of the Greek army, Dousmanis was 
his right-hand man. They shared and 
still. share the same admiration for or 
belief in the Prussian system, and de- 
spite the training of the Greek army as 
a whole by a French military mission, 


} King Constantine and his Chief of Staff 


shave succeeded in putting upon the offi- 
cers of the army a thoroughly Prussian 
stamp. 

During the successful war against the 
Ottoman Empire in 1912 the then Lieu- 
tenant 
teched to the staff of the Crown Prince 
Constantine and when the latter be- 
came King he was made chief of the 
general staff, a post which he held 
through the war against Bulgaria and 
has held since. 

In addition, he was also his sover- 
eign’s aide-de-camp in the war and he 
tells a story, which the King himself 
confirms, that the two were with the 
young Crown Prince Geoorge watching 
the battle of Kilkich from behind a 
cemetery wall when a rifle bullet struck 
the g0]d wrist watch on Prince George's 
arm, clipping the watch off neatly and 
eamashing it beyond repair, though not 
even leaving a scratch on the prince’s 
wrist. Both the King and his chief of 
‘gtaff believe in being where they can 
see what is going on fn a battle. 


Remembers Two Honors. 

Bpeaking of the honors which have 
from tite to time ‘been bestowed upon 
him, it is characteristic of Gen. Dous- 
manis that he could only remember two 
~that he is commander of the Order of 
the Savior—a Greek order—and wears 
the grand cordon of the Crown of Prus.- 
sta. 
An entirely different type is Gen. Con- 
stantine Moskopoulos, general of divi- 
sion, and commander of the third: Greek 
army. with headqparters at Saloniki., 
HMe.is an older m than Gen. Dots- 
manis, having been born in Constanti- 
nople during the Crimean, Wear in 1854 
He, too, is a professional soldier, grad- 
uating from the Military Academy: ir 
1877, and entering the artillery corps 
where he shortly made a name for him- 
self in the Mountain Artillery Corpa

Monthly Gain Breaks All Rec- 
ords for United States Steel 
Corporation.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“Failure of the stock market ‘v re- 
spond with advance in perce tu Lue 
publication of an unexpectedly favi rable 
statement of unfinished business [rem 
the Uinted States Steel Corporation, 
Showed today that speculative lmpetus 
has been taken out of Wall street for 
the present. Only once in all its history 
uid the Steel Corporation issue a report 
ihnat disclosed for a single month 4 
Breater increase in unfilled orders than 
was disclosed for the month of Noverm- 


er 

“Until the report was made, at noon 
tcday, Wall street had been led to 
beHeve that there would be shown an 
increase of something like 600,000 or 70v,- 
00 tons; instead, there’ was shown an 
increase of 1,024,000 tons, the largest in 
the corporation’s history with the sin- 
gle exception of October, 1902, when 
tnere was an increase of 1, 043,000 tons. 
The November increase was very much 
larger than that of the preceding 
month, when the banking up of Steel 
Corporation orders amounted to 84:,000 
tons, and when people in the steel trade 
and in Wall street considered the show- 
ing extravrdinary. 

‘That the stock market failed to re- 
spond: to the statement of today, and 
that United States Steel common actu- 
ally declined in price after the state- 
inent had been made, was heartily dis- 
appointing to those who lately had 
locked forward to an expanding stock 
inarket speculation, with prices advanc- 
ing as Christmas and the end of the 
year approached. 

“Steel common, having advanced from 
helow 87 to 87% before publication of the 
unfilled ofders statement, fell back be- 
low 87 again afterward; and the whole 
market was inclined, if not to actual 
weakness, at least to drag along quietly 
after an early advance. The explanation 
cffered was that the Stock Wxchange 
did not like the diplomatic situation 
abroad, and that at present, favorable 
domestic considerations were being nul- 
lified, from a stock market point of 
view, by unfavorable foreign considera- 
tions. 

“Events enough have occurred lately 
to draw attention to affairs abroad, and 
possibly the wonder should be that the 
security markets have stooi the effect 
of these events so well, growing dull 
instead of developing outright weakness. 
There has been the note to Austria re- 
warding the sinking of the Ancona: 
there has been the flat statement of 
the German Chancellor that peace over- 
tures must come not from Germany, but 
from the allies; there has been the fur- 
ther darkening of the situation in the 
Balkans; from the point of view of 
Kritish and French interests, there has 
been the moral influence of the retreat 
from Bagdad, and the latest successiu! 
drive of German troops on the’ west 
front; there has been the rapid decline 
in the New York Stock Exchange price 
of the Anglo-French bonds. All these 
developments have been open to bearish 
construction, yet today’s market, like 
the markets of other days this week. 
shcwed how, instead of driving stocks 
downward, they have contributed only 
te limit speculative purchases, and to 
lead a few cautious individuals to sell. 

‘For the most part; the day’s prices 
were higher than those of Thursday, by 
a small margin. Gains of a point or 
more in a few specialties indicated the 
direction of the little speculative inter- 
esl that was munifested.
